Actual operations on the establish- 
ment of the trans-Canada chain of 
airfields began on November 1.

Earl Byng Earned Award Of Field 
Marshal's Baton 

General Byng had a remarkably 
good record as a commander in the 
great war and richly deserves the 
field marshal’s baton that has been 
awarded to him. The Canadian ex- 
peditionary force served under Gen- 
eral Byng, who, after the war, be- 
came governor-general of this Do- 
minion.

“The Loneliest Inland 


Ounard Liner “Carinthia” To Visit 
Tristan De Cunha Next Year 

Weather permitting, Tristan De 
Cunha, loneliest island in the inhabit- 
ed world, will be visited by the Cu- 
nard World Cruise liner ‘Carinthia’ 
while on her journey around the 
world, via the southern hemisphere, 
early next year. 

A large quantity of food supplies 
will be sent ashore for the lonely {s- 
landers, and the captain of the ‘'Car- 
inthia” will offer a banquet to the is- 
landers in the dining. salon of the 
ship. 

It will be imagined with what 
pleasure the hundred and sixty in- 
habitants will look forward to seeing 
the “Carinthia,” when it is realized 
that more than a year sometimes 
elapses without a ship calling here. 
When a ship called two years ago at 
the island, the natives said they still 
had plenty of canned sardines, epsom 
salts, and Bibles. They requested 
poison for rats, their one mongoose 
being unable to make serious inroads 
on the hide-outs of the rodents. 

Although the inhabitants frequently 
become depressed over the scarcity of 
food and long absences of ships, they 
always refuse to leave the island 
when offered land elsewhere. They 
are often without mail and news- 
papers for a long time and their food 
supplies are often insufficient because 
the soil and thé sea-give them poor 
support. 

The island is the largest and the 
only inhabited one of a group of 
three, situated in the middle of the 
south Atlantic, and was named after 
@ Portugueses admiral who discovered 
them in 1506, The main island, Tris- 
tan, is an extinct volcano, and rises 
7,640 feet above the level of the sea. 
The crater summit is filled with fresh 
water, St. Helena, 1,820 miles north, 
is the nearest inhabited land, while 
Cape Town is 1,400 miles east, Buenos 
Aires 2,500 miles west, and the South 
Pole, 3,200 miles south. Until the mid- 
dle of the last century the neighbor- 
ing waters were visited by American 
whalers, but with the decline of the 
whaling industry these visits ceased. 
The whalers have been sadly missed 
by the Tristantites. 

Five nationalities live on the island 
today—English, Scotch, Irish, Amer- 
ican and Italian. They have inter- 
married, and of course, there are but 
few family names, there being four 
families named Glass, eight named 
Green, four named Rogers, two 
named Swain and five named Laverl- 
lo, 

The only lights on the island come 
from lamps filled with oil made from 
the blubber of sea elephants. 

Strange to relate, the people like 
poetry. 

The temperature ranges from 70 
degrees down to 40 degrees. 

Edinburgh, the only settlement on 
the island, named for the Duke of 
Edinburgh, who visited the island in 
1867, is on a-plateau nine miles long 
and one and one-half miles wide. The 
settlement is 115 years old: A system 
of barter prevails, but there is no 
money.

Japanese Doctor Claims Disease Is 
Not Contagious 

Seventeen years among’ the lepers 
of Taiwan, Formosa, Japan, have left 
Dr. Makimoto Iwaga in perfect health 
and confident he will never contract 
the dreaded disease, 

Stopping at Montreal on his way 
to Berlin, where he will deliver a 
paper on his experiments with ultra- 
violet rays and lepric bacilli before 
&@ convention of scientists, the emi- 
nent Japanese physician told inter- 
viewers he was “neither courageous 
nor foolhardy” in believing it unlike- 
ly he should become a victim of lep- 
rosy. “And that simply because lep- 
rosy is not contagious—a fact not 
generally kn6wn by laymen but wide- 
ly recognized among specialists in the 
matter,” said Dr. Iwaga. 

After years of laboratory experi- 
ments, Dr. Iwaga said he had recent- 
ly killed lepric bacilli by the special 
use of ultra-violet rays. ‘But that is 
only a beginning,” he added. ‘We 
have yet to negative the bacilli in the 
human organism . . . and that is a 
difficult step.” 


Flying As Career 
Is Becoming Popular 


Demand For Instructional Courses Is 
Showing Marked Increase 

Flying is being increasingly regard- 
ed as offering a definite career, and, 
as a result, the demand for instruc- 
tional courses which are sufficiently 
complete to enable the pupil to go 
into commercial aviation afterwards 
has been greatly augmented. Air 
Service Training, Ltd, the flying 
school at Hamble near London, Eng- 
land, which pioneered the introduction 
of “blind” flying for civil aviation, 
has specialized in the teaching of 
pilots who are intending to take up 
flying professionally. 

A course for commercial pilots is 
mapped out which takes them 
through every branch of the work and 
enables them to go straight from the 
school to an aircraft operating firm or 
air line organization. The popularity 
of this course has increased to run it 
by terms. In future, therefore, pupils 
for the commercial pilot’s course will 
only be accepted in September and 
February of each year.

Russia Imports Wheat 


Becomes An Importer As Well As An 
Exporter 

For the first time in a_number of 
years, Soviet Russia has become an 
importer as well as an exporter of 
wheat. The greater part of her im- 
ports were from Canada. 

Official figures ‘revealed that dur- 
ing the first eight months of 1932, 
the nation—-known as the granary of 
Europe—imported more wheat than it 
sold abroad. This was not, however, 
the case with other grains and 
cereals. 

An official of the commissariat for 
foreign trade, explained in order to 
supply the increased needs of the Far | 
East it had been found more expedi- | 
tious and less of a strain on badly 
overcrowded transport to buy wheat | 
abroad for ocean delivery at Viadi- | 
vostok rather than ship it there by | 
rail from Ukraine. | 

Communist spokesmen denied there | 
was any actual wheat shortage. They | 
pointed out that Russia was still ex- 
porting. : 

Exports of wheat from Canada to 
Soviet Russia were from the grain 
fields of Alberta and were shipped 
from Vancouver to Vladivostok dur- 
ing the summer months. 

Of the total imports of Soviet Rus- 
sia, Canada supplied approximately 
1,597,248 bushels, shipped in eight | 
cargoes from the Pacific coast ports. 


Branded Beef Is’ Popular 


Now Being More Fully Appreciated | 
By Consumers, As Shown By 
Sales Increase 

The annual report of the Minister 
of Agriculture for Canada for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1932, con- 
tains the following reference with re- 
spect to officially branded beef: | 

“That the advantage of being able | 
to purchase beef which carries some | 
definite indication of quality is being | 
more fully appreciated by consumers , 
is apparent from the steady increase | 
in sales of graded beef. Sales of this | 
product for the last calendar year | 
totalled over 17,000,000 pounds, and | 
weekly reports which are received | 
from all establishments which are | 
branding beef under the regulations | 
indicate a very gratifying increase in | 
sales for the first few months of the | 
present year.” 


Pie Crust Easily Made 


No Skill Required For Success With 
lew Me 


The making of a good pie crust 
used to be one of the criteria b; 
which a housewife's skill was judged. 
Most experienced cooks will rememb- 
er the anxiety with which they learn- 
ed to blend flour and shortening, and 
their difficulty in adding just the right 
amount of ice water. Since differ- 
ent flours have varying capacities for 
absorbing moisture it took experience 
to-know by the “feel” of the pie 
dough when it was ready for rolling. 

The filling was not as hard to make, 
from a technical point of view, but 
it took time and there were plenty 
of utensils to wash afterward! Now 
there is a new method of making pie 
with crumb crusts and uncooked fil- 
lings which is being hailed with de- 
light. 

vaeaetsaed Condensed Milk is the 
“magic” ingredient which makes 
these new pies possible. These easy 
combinations of pie crusts and fillings 
are divided into two groups; meringue 
pies, and cream pies. The fillings in 
each case are made by blending 
sweetened condensed milk and lemon 
juice. This makes a thick, rich base 
to which various kinds of fresh fruits 
may be added. 

In making the crust for meringue 
pies blend one cup crumbs (graham 
cracker, toasted graham bread, choco- 
late wafers or lemon snaps) with- 4 
cup sweetened condensed milk and a 
few grains of salt. Line a well-butter- | 
ed pie tin with this crumbly mixture 
and pat into shape. Pie made w.th | 
this crust should be spread with mer- | 
ingue and require only as much time | 
in the oven as_is needed to brown} 
the fluffy topping. io 

If whipped cream is to be used in! 
place of meringue roll % cup of| 
crumbs and cover bottom of buttered | 
pie plate. Cut halves of wafers or| 
crackers and set them around the) 
edge of the pie plate. This type of | 
crust needs no baking at all. | 

Both types of pies require thorough | 
chilling for several hours. Raspber- 
ries, blueberries or strawberries may 
be used in place of blackberries in 
the Blackberry Meringue Pie whch is 
given below. 

BLACKBERRY MERINGUE PIE 

1% cups (1 can) Eagle Brand

Mixed “Marriages Not

prevails among Italians with regard 
to marriage, There are hardly any 
mixed marriages, Of those who found 
spouses last year, 99.95 per cent. of 
the Catholic men married Catholic 
wives. Of the very small fraction 
who went further afield half married 
women of other Christian cults, and 
the other married wives of the Jewish 
faith. : 

Of the women, rather fewer Cath- 
olics married Protestants or Jews and 
only a dozen espoused men who reg- 
istered as “without any religion.” On 
the other hand 28.52 per cent. of the 
Jewish men who married and 27.52 
per cent. of the Jewish brides chose

Far-Reaching Changes In 
Operation Of Canada’s 
Railway Systems 


Ottawa, Ont.—The “Canadian Na- 
tional-Canadian Pacific Act of 1932,” 
containing legislation designed to 
bring about far-reaching changes in 
the operation and conduct of the Do- 
minion’s transportation systems, was 
introduced in the senate recently by 
Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, government 
leader, 


Following recommendations 


the 


contained in the report of the royal | 


commission on railways and trans- 
portation, of which Mr. Justice Ly- 


man P, Duff, of the Supreme Court of | 


Canada, was chairman, the act is 
divided into three parts. 

Part one deals with reorgan!zation 
of the Cunadian National system. It 
provides for replacement of the board 
of directors by three trustees, one of 
which, the chairman, will devote his 


full time to the work, and whose | 


tenure of office will be seven years. 
The salaries are not fixed in the act. 

The trustees will have full power 
to control the Canadian National 
without consultation with the share- 
holders or with the government, and 
will appoint managing officers, in- 
cluding a president, who will be re- 
sponsible only to the trustees. 

Part two deals with co-operation 
between the Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific and orders that the 
two systems take whatever steps de- 


sirable to eliminate, consistently with | 


the proper handling of traffic, un- 
necessary, wasteful or uneconomical 
services, to avoid duplication of serv- 
ices, and to make joint use of facill- 


ties wherever advisable. No authority | 
for any amalgamation of companies | 


is given. 

"Part three sets up a tribunal to deal 
with the disagreements between the | 
two systems. This body will be com- 
posed of the chief commissioner of | 
the board of railway commissioners | 


for Canada, who will be presiding | 


officer, and one representative each 
from the Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific. 

In disputes of major importance 
either company may ask the presi- 
dent of the Exchequer Court of Can- 
ada to appoint two additional mem- 
bé@ to the:trivunal:- -In the event of 
any conflict between an order of the 
board of railway commissioners and 
the tribunal, the order or decision of 
the tribunal shall prevail. Appeal 
from its judgment will be to the Su- 
preme Court of Canada.

HB. Route Offers Decided Advantages 

For Shipping Cattle To Britain 

Saskatoon, Sask.—The short rail 
haul from the prairies to Churchill 
make the Hudson Bay route most ad- 
vantageous for the shipping of cattle 
to the British market, was the opin- 
fon expressed by Professor A. M. 
Shaw, dean of agriculture, at the 
quarterly meeting of the Saskatoon 
Board of Trade. “The navigation sea- 
son opens too late to permit of large 
movement of grain fed cattle,” he 
said, “but affords ready and profitable 
outlet for grass fed prairie beast.” 

Dean Shaw was of the opinion that 
cross-bred cattle, developed through 
experiments carried out by the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, made it 
possible for Canadian packers to com- 
pete with Argentine in the chilled 
meat market in Great Britain.

London, sgnbdnks thousand 
hunger marchers, converging on Lon- 
don from all parts of the island, 
reached their goal in Hyde Park, tra- 
ditional home of free speech, and pre- 
cipitated the most boisterous riot 
London has seen in years. A score 
were hurt, nine requiring hospital 
treatment, 

Singing revolutionary songs, the 
jobless demonstrators swung through 
London traffic behind the banner of 
the Communist hammer and sickle. 
Up to the Marble Arch which leads 
into the park from Great Cumberland 
Place they marched through lanes of 
mounted police. 

A squadron of police moved their 
horses to press back the crowd. Some- 
body threw a brick through a post 


| office window. It was the signal for 
It was one of two conflicting views | 


battle. Men and women in the mob 
screamed defiance at the police. The 
mounted men charged and the mob 
fell back, only to form again: Bricks 
and stones whizzed past the police- 
men's heads. Dozens of windows were 
broken. The rioters pulled branches 
from the trees in the park and tore 
up the park railings as weapons, 

When the shouting and the tumult 
of the riot. was at its height mobs 
formed inside the park and threatened 
the police from the rear. For a time 
it looked as though things might get 
out of hand. The police, however, had 
made elaborate preparations for just 
such an event and they were ready. 
But it took an hour to subdue the 
rioters. 

At the beginning of the trouble the 
crowd inside the park, around 50,000, 
had been entirely peacable. Two doz- 
en or more soap boxes had been ret 
up and from these the orators ranted 
against the conditions of the job!ess. 


| Most of their condemnation was di- 


rected against the ‘means tests.” 

The demonstration was the climax 
of a nation-wide gathering of unem- 
ployed and the goal was the famous 
park in the city’s heart where the 2,- 
000 marchers, augmented by many 
thousands of London's unemployed, 
planned to protest the ‘means test.” 

Approximately 5,000 police mounted 
and afoot, were assigned to special 
duty for the occasion, demonstrating 
the fact that never before had Scot-
